GRAND SOLUTION FOUND, THEN LOST 

Three unidentified men in Sag Harbor reported 
to police that they had arrived at a solution to 
most of the world’s vexing problems, only to 
forget what that solution was. “These gentlemen 
were seated on a bench on Main Street,” said 
Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch, “and 
al] three of them swear they had worked it 
all out. It seems a little far-fetched, but they 
were there for several hours—and they’ve been 


meeting there a lot, so it’s a little less incredible. 


than it might seem at first.” Hirsch said that the 
men claim that their solution is “surprisingly 
simple,” but that they had each had several 


drinks and now can’t remember what it was. 
“They are asking that anyone who might have 
overheard their conversation come forward 
and refresh their memories,” said Hirsch. 


WEALTH DETECTORS INSTALLED 

The Hamptons Police announced on Friday 
that they have successfully installed wealth- 
detecting sensors on all roads leading into the 
Hamptons. “These are state-of-the-art units,” 
said Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch 
at a Friday press briefing. “Now that they 
are installed, we expect our wealth-assessment 
process to be much less time consuming.” 
Hitherto, wealth-assessment was taken care of 
by beat cops, who would spend valuable time 
examining the bank account balances and stock 
portfolios of cars’ occupants before approving 
vehicles for entrance into the Hamptons. Now, 
Hirsch said, the process will be streamlined. 
“As cars are driven past the sensors, all of the 
people in the vehicle will be digitally identified 
and then wealth-assessed instantly by high- 
speed computers that automatically look up 


the assets the occupants have available. Police 


will be notified if there are any occupants who 
fail to meet the Hamptons Wealth Threshold 
(HWT). Police will be able to then remove such 
occupants from the vehicle and transport them 
west across the canal.” According to Hirsch, the 
current HWT is $750,000 per person for adults, 
$475,000 for minors and seniors. The HWT 


was established in 2005 as a poverty-fighting 


measure, but has been only spottily applied 


because of the difficulties of enforcement. In 


fact, it’s suspected that individuals with net 
worths as low as $100,000 have been routinely 
entering the area. Not anymore, according to 
Hirsch. “As far as we know, this system is the 
quickest and most foolproof way to secure the 
Hamptons against the ravages of poverty— 
by keeping low net worth individuals far, far 
away.” Hirsch pointed out that the new system 
additionally checks to make sure that everyone 
entering the Hamptons has at least $300 in 
cash on their person. “This is going to keep the 
freeloaders out, no question,” Hirsch said. @&

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Fixing Sunset 


The Sun Should Set Exactly in the Middle of the High Season 


BY DAN RATTINER 


n several occasions, I have appeared at 
meetings of the Hamptons Town Council 
to bring to their attention the fact that the 
sunsets in the Hamptons are out of whack with 
the summer season. To date, nothing has been 
done. And so I ordered a study done here at 
Dan’s Papers, at great expense, by a firm that 
looks into these things. 
Now, four months later, probably too late to 
do anything about it for this summer, I have 
received their 4,871 page report. What follows 
is a summary of the findings of this report. 


FIXING SUNSET _ 

The undisputable fact is that the summer 
season in the Hamptons is bounded by Memorial 
Day to Labor Day. This is a 16-week period. 
And yet, the time of sunset moves further into 
the evening during the first two weeks of the 
season, reaches the Summer Solstice on June 
21, then reverses course to move earlier and 
earlier, so that by Labor Day sunset occurs at 
the dinner hour, resulting in few people actually 
getting a chance to see it. 

The goal is to have the Summer Solstice 
on July 28. If that could be made to happen, 
the setting of the sun would be high drama 
in the first half of summer as it goes later 
and later into the evening, finally setting at 
the regular Summer Solstice time of 8:31 p.m. 


Then, with summer half over, the retreat of 
the time of sunset would wind down summer 
until on Labor Day when it would be 
at an earlier time, but still the same 
time it occured at the beginning of 
Memorial Day weekend. That would be 
7:23 p.m. And all will be right with the world. 

There are three ways to solve this problem. 

1. Move the summer season. This is the 
easiest solution. If the Summer Solstice occurs 
on June 21, then start high season—one would 
no longer call it the summer season—eight 
weeks prior to June 21 and end it eight weeks 
after June 21. That would give us a new “high” 
season from April 21 to August 21. Since the 
season traditionally begins with the ending of 
the school year and ends with the beginning of 
the next school year, this solution will require 
New York City Department of Education to 
change their school year to accommodate the 
changes needed in the Hamptons. 

2. Move the planet. This would be the most 
expensive solution. But a nation that can go to 
the moon or build a wall between it and Mexico 
can surely afford this. And other nations might 
help. The job would involve firing a battery of 
rockets bolted onto one side of the planet the 
day before the solstice occurs, and then keeping 
these rockets firing continuously to steady 
it at the continuous time of 8:32 until August 
12, when most of the summer is gone. With the

rockets turned off, the planet, slingshot fashion, 
will rapidly lurch forward, and by Labor Day be 
back to where we were at Memorial Day. 

3. Adjust the marketing. Like option 1, this will 
not involve tinkering with the planet. So this is a 
plus. Marketing will now be focused not on the 
time that the sun sets, but on the 45 minutes 
after the sunset, a time currently referred to 
as dusk. With the sun setting at the dinner 
hour of 7:32 p.m. on April 21 and on Labor 
Day, the marketing people can argue that the 
main activity of sunset, kicked off by “the green 
flash” and featuring the subtle changing of the 
horizon colors and clinking wine glasses when 
dusk finally turns to darkness, is the wonder to 
be marveled at, not just that dumb time before 
the sun reaches the horizon. And all of this, of 
course, takes place AFTER dinner, not during 
dinner. So everything is okay. 

4. Celebrate the eccentricity of the off-balance 
sunset as a marker of the wonder of life on 
earth. Just leave it be. And thank God we have 
it at all. 

We would like to thank the Long Island 
Gyroscope Laboratory for taking the time to do 
this study for us. A check is being ordered up 
here at Dan’s Papers to be written to them to 
pay for their services. 

We leave the town board to ponder which 
of the four plans would suit them best. Write 


them. Tell them your favorites. g&.

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Shutting Newtown Lane & Bluffing About the Airport’s Future

STREET FAIR 

The Village of East Hampton shut down auto 
traffic on Newtown Lane for a street fair last 
Saturday. I don’t know if anybody remembers 
this, but about 15 years ago the village hired 
a town-planning outfit to propose new ways of 
looking at the traffic patterns downtown, and 
they came up with the idea of shutting down 
Newtown Lane to auto traffic permanently.

The Town of East Hampton has hired a 
law firm that had worked on the project 
that resulted in the Santa Monica Airport in 
California announcing its closure. That airport 
property is to become a park. 

Just that simple announcement has resulted 
in a panic attack out in Montauk, because 
if East Hampton Airport were to close, all 
the helicopter traffic that comes into East 
Hampton would now be coming into Montauk. 
East Hampton Town has even sent out feelers 
to see if they could buy the Montauk Airport 
property, which is, at present, privately owned. 

Just the anticipation of such an occurrence 
has flown the people of Montauk into a dreadful

tailspin. (And an unavoidable metaphor.) Some 
have already set up groups to fight the problem, 
including one called Montauk United. Elections 
are coming up this fall. Montauk United intends 
to determine where each of the candidates 
running for office stands on the East Hampton 
Airport situation, and to make it public. 

In recent conversations, each of the Town 
Board members has said, in effect, “Not me, no, 
lam opposed to closing East Hampton Airport.” 
So apparently there is nobody on the board in 
favor of closure. Indeed, it seems to me to have 
come about merely as a strategy or threat, as 
the matter of East Hampton Airport is going 
to the United States Supreme Court. The Town 
owns it. Could the Court confirm that the Town 
has the right to control the Town laws on that 
property? That’s the issue the court will decide. 

More specifically, most at issue is the terrible 
clatter that helicopters make when they come 
in and out. The FAA ignores requests to allow 
noise restrictions. The Town says you can’t do 
that on our property. (Continued on next page)

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Santa Monica’s situation is different. For one 
thing, it is five miles from LAX, so closing it does 
not change a way of life. For another, most of its 
traffic is not helicopters but big commercial 
jets. They are also noisy, but they don’t come 
every five minutes like choppers. 

In 1987, Santa Monica passed noise restrictions 
and hours of operation restrictions so residents 
could get a good night’s sleep. 

Three years later, FAA lawyers created a 
contract with all airport owners in the U.S. 
that said, among other things, that no noise 
restrictions could be put in place without FAA 
approval. After a fight, they had to agree that 
the Santa Monica restrictions pre-dated that 
contract. Other than that, the FAA, from that 
day to this, has never approved a meaningful 


noise restriction at any airport in the U.S. 

Two years ago, the FAA announced that 
the 1987 noise restriction at Santa Monica 
was only good for 30 years and they would 
not be renewing it. So noise would return to 
Santa Monica. Lawsuits flew. In the end, the 
FAA and Santa Monica agreed that the noise 
restrictions could remain in effect until the 
people of Santa Monica took a vote to answer 
a question. Would they want the airport 
to remain, but under FAA law? Or would 
they want the airport to be independent and 
under the operating laws of Santa Monica. The 
people voted by a great majority to 
have Santa Monica do what it wanted 
with it. And Santa Monica said they’d tear 
up the airport and make it into a park.

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So that’s what, as airline contracts expire, 
is going to slowly happen before June of 2018. 

It is unlikely that the FAA, having lost that 
battle, will agree to such a referendum in 
East Hampton. Some new strategy might be 
employed. It seems to me that the council 
members were hoping that just the threat of a 
closure would bring the FAA to the table. If it is 
revealed that it is just an empty threat, it won’t 
work, will it? 

The real issue, of course, is the helicopters. 
Who can bear to hear them chattering all day? 
Newer helicopters exist that make less noise. 
The FAA is mandated by the U.S. Congress to 
require helicopter owners to purchase new 
helicopters that are less noisy. The FAA has 
ignored this order. Too bad for those who live 
near airports. 

Will the Supreme Court agree? Oppose it? 
They might even refuse to take the case. If 
they do that, an appeals court. decision stating 
that the FAA can do what it wants will stand. 
We shall know by the end of July whether the 
Supreme Court will agree to hear this case.

Jerry Garcia’s Guitar & a Controversy About an Edward Albee Play

VG Ettinger, who for a long time owned 
an estate in Remsenberg and since then 
has been a frequent visitor to the Hamptons, 
has a long history of auctioning off serious 
antique collection—odd things and artifacts-of 
the Hamptons—mostly at venues such as the 
Park Avenue Armory in Manhattan. It was there, 
I recall, that he famously auctioned off hundreds 
or rare John F. Kennedy artifacts several years 
ago. One year, he conducted an enormous 
auction of abstract expressionist paintings at 
the Armory, including a painting painted by 
Willem de Kooning on the toilet seat from the 
outhouse of a home in Bridgehampton during 
a party there in the 1950s. (it didn’t sell.) Last 
year, Ettinger held an auction of the contents 
of the antique store Urban Archaeology. 
This auction included an iron statue that once 
stood at L’Etoile on the Champs-Elyseés, but 
had in recent years sat in front of Urban 


Archeology on Main Street Bridgehampton. 

That is just the tip of the iceberg of 
remarkable things that Ettinger, through his 
company Guernsey’s, has auctioned off. One 
time, he took up an entire armory auctioning 
off the contents of the ocean liner U.S.S. United 
States. He has also auctioned off items involving 
Rosa Parks, Princess Diana, Elvis Presley, John 
Coltrane, Mickey Mantle, and the Beatles. 

But last week was the topper. It was in 
most of the media the next day—an astonishing 
thing. It was one single item. A guitar. And it 
sold for $1.9 million, one of the largest amounts 
ever paid for a guitar. The proceeds raised are 
to go to charity. But here—let me tell you what 
Ettinger told me about it when I asked one week 
before the auction. 

“When Jerry Garcia of the Grateful Dead 
passed away in the mid-1990s, his two most 
prized guitars—Wolf and Tiger, beloved by 
millions of Deadheads—were willed to Doug 
Irwin, who was the luthier who had made those 


instruments for Jerry 25 years earlier,” he told 
me. “Guernsey’s featured them in an auction we 
held 15 years ago at Studio 54, where the two 
together sold for about $1.75 millon, both far 
eclipsing the prior world record for any single 
guitar ever sold. 

“Tiger, which was played by Jerry at the end 
of his career, was sold to an NFL team owner 
and entered his substantial guitar collection. 
Wolf, played by Jerry during the very heart 
of his career, was sold to Dan Pritzker, a 
musician and philanthropist. Over the following 
years, Pritzker became a friend of mine. Three 
months ago, he called to voice his concern over 
the new government. He then indicated that 
he wanted to do ‘something meaningful’ with 
Wolf. He proceeded to re-consign it back to 
us with instructions to re-auction it and give 
all the proceeds to the Southern Poverty 
Law Center (SPLC), which is dedicated 
to fighting racism, poverty and assorted 
hate groups [neo-Nazis, (Continued on next page) 
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the KKK, etc.] in the courts. 

“Accordingly, on the evening of May 31 at 
NYC’s Brooklyn Bowl, we will do just that. 
This one-lot auction will be surrounded by 
hours of great rock & roll provided by more 
than two dozen noted musicians all of whom 
have volunteered their time. All receipts from 
ticket sales will go to SPLC. And Morris Dees, 
co-founder of SPLC, will be there, as will many 
accomplished people including Jerry Garcia’s 
daughter, Trixie. At a divisive time like this, we 
all need positive events.” 

I went to this auction to see what 
would happen. The Brooklyn Bowl is a bowling 
alley with four bars, a restaurant, a stage and 
a dance floor that can accommodate about 


The bands played for an hour, mostly covers 
of old Grateful Dead songs, and the crowd 
cheered the musicians on when Wolf was 
brought out to become the lead guitar for the 
evening. (It WANTED to be played!) At 10 p.m., 
Ettinger went onstage, and the bidding started 
at $900,000. 

The bidding went up and up, and when 
it finally came to a halt, the winner paid 
$1.9 million (a bid of $1.6 million plus a 
$300,000 buyers premium). The music resumed 
and continued into the small hours. The winning 
bidder was Brian Halligan, CEO of the software 
company Hubspot, based in Boston. He said 
he’d lend it out to any member of Jerry Garcia’s 
family anytime. And at other times, he’d give it 
a good home and play it himself.

Halligan told Rolling Stone afterwards that 
“the auction was a chance to indulge two 
passions of mine at the same time: social justice 
and the Grateful Dead.” 

In addition to the $1.9 million paid, an 
additional donation doubling the winning bid 
amount was made anonymously. So SPLC 
received $3.8 million. What a night!! 


WHO’S AFRAID OF VIRGINIA WOOLF? 

The man who many consider the greatest 
American playwright of the 20th century, 
Edward Albee, lived in Montauk for nearly all 
of his adult life. He came here in the 1950s for 
the peace and quiet it offered. He bought an 
oceanfront house on the Old Montauk Highway, 
and he rented a stable adjacent to Montauk 
Manor, converting it into a rehearsal space 
to perform works in progress. He developed 
his great body of work at this place, and he 
had interns, actors, students and collaborators 
living in this facility for his whole working life. 
He passed away last year at his Montauk home 
at the age of 88. 

This past week, one of his great plays, 
Who’s Afraid of Virginia Woolf?, became involved 
in a controversy. This play, written in 1962, 
concerns two married couples having an after- 
party drink at one of the couples’ homes. It 
starts tensely, advances to revelations of dark 
secrets and ends in monstrous discourse just 
short of brutal violence. Theatergoers report 
it’s as if a bomb of depravity has gone off. 

Earlier this month, a small theater group in 
Portland, Oregon was denied permission to 
perform the work, by Edward Albee’s estate, 
because the theater group wanted to have the 
younger of the two husbands played by an 
African-American. The denial has sent a shiver 
through the American arts community. This is 
the 21st century. How could this happen? Not 
long ago, Albee refused to allow another one of 
his plays to be performed because the theater 
group wishing to produce it refused to cast one 
of the characters as an African-American. 

The estate’s job is to defend the integrity 
of Albee’s work, no doubt about that. It has 
decided to intervene with this work because 


_ having an African-American actor as one of the 


four in Virginia Woolf changes that character’s 
persona. The character in question is described 
by Albee as white, blond and Aryan looking, and 
as the play unravels he is assaulted with insults 
declaring him to be no more than a goose- 


' stepping Nazi. The play, they say, therefore 


has to be seen as a period piece, set in its time 
frame. And it needs to be held to that. 

The issue does get one to seriously consider 
when a person of a different ethnic background 
would be acceptable and when not. A white 
actor would not work as the lead in A Raisin in 
the Sun or Guess Who’s Coming to Dinner, or in 
the more recent movie, Get Out, about a blond, 
white woman who brings an African-American 
boyfriend home to meet her white parents in 
Westchester. On the other end, I could see 
Beyoncé playing the lead in Hello, Dolly. And 
an African-American actor could successfully 
tackle any role in A Streetcar Named Desire. And 
what about the cast of Hamilton? Oh, wait. 

One wag reviewing the controversy said that 
Who’s Afraid of Virginia Woolf? would slip down 
from the pedestal of greatness because of the 
Albee Estate’s position.

ndlessly imaginative and whimsical, Bay 

Street Theater’s production of The Man in 
the Ceiling is pure theatrical joy. Adapted from 
Jules Feiffer’s book of the same name, The Man 
in the Ceiling is often funny, sometimes sad, but 
always hopeful, and it will tug at the heartstrings 
of even the most jaded of theatergoers.

The cast is uniformly excellent, with nary a 
false note to be found. Broscow and Lippa, who 
carry much of the emotional weight of the piece, 
are standouts.

Experiencing the rich culture of the city is 
essential to who I am as a painter. I’m grateful 
that the city is close but I never paint cityscapes. 
When I’m in the city, I’m still secretly dreaming 
of the beach and longing for it. The abstracts I 
paint are an expression of that. 

Where are your favorite spots to paint in the 
East End? 

One of my favorites is Towd Point Road, 
where | first fell in love with the Hamptons. 
I was in college in California when my dad 
bought a modest cottage right on the water 
there. I knew instantly that this was my place to 
be. I love the calm flatness of the horizon line, 
and how the sky and water are separated by a 
fine line of white sand. 

One of my favorite ocean beaches is Dune 
Beach in Southampton. It’s a Peconic Land Trust 
preserved site where a wooden walkway leads 
you to the water through mounds of pristine 
white sand dunes. The shapes of our crashing 
Atlantic waves are endlessly fascinating no 
matter what beach you are on. 

You use oils for most of your paintings. How 
does a nature scene painted with oils differ 
from one created using other media? 

Oil paint has a sensuous rich quality that 
is so seductive. I just don’t feel that about 
acrylics, although I have tried. | also like to 
draw on paper with pen and ink, some of these 
sketchbook drawings will be included in my 
next show.

Angry Young Men Brings Down the Fourth Wall

he New York Theatre Guide said of Angry Young 

Men, now playing with the same cast at Guild 
Hall’s John Drew Theater in East Hampton, “Skip this 
review and go buy a ticket to the funniest show in 
New York.” We'll wait while you do so. 

Now that your tickets are ready, let’s begin with 
some, perhaps irrelevant, background information. 
The term “angry young men” is a bit of a loaded 
. one. It was used in the 1950s to describe a group 
of prominent British playwrights and novelists

characterized by disillusionment with British society. 
Kingsley Amis, Harold Pinter and John Osborne were 
counted among the “angry young men,” though 
many rejected the label. The political views of this 
group often identified with the left and expressed 
social alienation of different kinds. 

The cast of Angry Young Men, the play written 
by Ben Woolf and directed by Sag Harbor’s 
Stephen Hamilton, tore down the fourth wall right 
from the beginning, with one of the characters— 
they are only named Character A, Character B, 
Character C and Character D, none of whom are ever

referred to as such—engaging the audience 
in small talk, while the rest encourage the 
audience to all come closer together in the seats. To 
really experience this show, you want to position 
yourself in the first row, close to the steps coming 
down from the stage. 

Youssef is a Middle Eastern surgeon recently 
arrived in London, where he has a job interview 
at a local hospital the next day. Youssef, however, 
underestimating the distance between the airport 
he arrived at and his final destination, is forced to 
give up all but his last few dollars to cover his taxi 
bill. He finds a nice park bench and resigns himself 
to feeding the ducks and minding his own business 
until it’s time for his interview. Thus begins an 
absurd, madcap 75-minute performance in which 
the four actors keep up an unholy pace and give the 
audience a night they won’t soon forget. 

While on the bench, Youssef—whose role is shared 
by all four actors—has a miscommunication with 
an old woman sitting next to him—one of several 
characters, many bumbling, played by Christopher 
Daftsios, who also performs most of the sound 
effects, including those of a spot-on sputtering 
milk truck, ducks and a urinating cherub statue. 
Their heated interaction leads to the police coming, 
but Youssef is saved by Patrick, played by Nazli 
Sarpkaya, a young liberal—with a Che Guevara hat 
to match—who was either naive in his willingness 
to believe anyone, including a Nigerian prince who 
simply needs credit card information, or a scheming 
fraud. Patrick brings Youssef to the house of his 
girlfriend Allison, played by Max Samuels, where 
they meet her father, an investor in one of Patrick’s 
schemes, played by Rami Margron. 

From there the four actors take us on an exceptional 
series of mistakes and hapless missteps, running 
afoul of white nationalists and liberal hypocrites 
alike. It’s nonstop, wall-to-wall (so to speak) 
hilarious action in which the actors all play multiple 
characters, all switching seamlessly back and forth 
between each one. It’s hard enough for most of us 
to remember a co-workers coffee order, but this cast 
does it all without skipping a beat. At times, it almost 
seems as if the actors are tagging each other in and 
out at random, that some lines are ad-libbed, inside 
jokes to the cast. Neither may be the case, but one 
thing is clear: The cast is having fun, and as a result, 
the audience had fun. 

Angry Young Men is smart, timely, expertly well- 
constructed and out-of-the-ordinary. In short, a 
unique, not to-be-missed theater experience. What 
else could you want in a piece of art? @&

n Eleanor Coppola’s elegant new art film, Paris 
Can Wait, which is now playing at the UA East 
Hampton Cinema 6, Hamptonite Alec Baldwin has 
only limited screen time as film producer Michael 
Lockwood, but he’s constantly on the mind of his 
neglected wife Anne (Diane Lane), as she takes a car 
trip from Cannes to Paris with his flirtatious French 
business associate (Arnaud Viard as Jacques). Will 
she succumb to his charms? Coppola (the wife of 
Francis Ford Coppola), who is making her narrative 
film debut at the age of 81, and Lane gave an 
exclusive interview to Dan’s Papers about their new 
movie and Anne’s dilemma. An excerpt: 
DP: The “Log Line” in the press notes for Paris Can 
Wait describes Anne as a devoted American wife. 


Diane Lane (laughing): They didn’t clear it with us 
to assign that adjective. I apologize for the log line.

winery's Alexander Rosanelli will learn “that 
every producer and every wine can be different. 
We’re a region that hasn’t defined itself by a single 
style or variety, which is part of what’s so exciting 
about making and drinking Long Island wine. | 
definitely think of rosé as a reflection of terroir, which 
is why our rosés are always picked and made for 
that purpose, in the traditional style, using only red 
grapes. We try to take that a step further, co-pressing 
and co-fermenting the mix of the varietals we grow, 
in roughly the proportion that we grow them. We 
also aim for slightly riper fruit, which I think brings 
out more of the red fruit character, strawberry and 
melon aromas versus the citrus notes we tend to get 
from earlier picks. Rosé can be serious wine! And it 
can often improve in the bottle for a year or two to 
peak drinking. I’m excited to have both our 2015 and 
2016 available to see the difference.” 

Rosanelli will be pouring at Dan’s Taste of 
Two Forks presented by Farrell Building Co. on 
July 22 at Fairview Farm in Mecox. 
Rosanelli advocates for local produce 
and wine “because both support 
agriculture that’s local, responsible and 
sustainable, in the broadest sense of 
the word. It’s important to remember 
that choosing commodity products 
in the grocery store or wine shop 
is a choice for factory farming 
and industrial processing over 
preserving local farmland and 
supporting environment- and quality- 
conscious small, often family-owned, 
local producers.”
